John P. Qoe of Baltimore. for 
Attorney General; J. Frank Ford of 
St. Mary’s county, Clerk of the Court 
of Appeals; M. Diekalb Smith of Kent 
county, Comptroller. 

The following is a synopsis of the 
Democratic platform‘ 

The platform, after commending 
the candidates nominated, takes up 
matters of national interest and con- 
trasts unfavorably the administration 


of President Harrison and the late 


Republican Congress, with the ad- 
ministration of President Cleveland 
and the Democratic Congress.

The Bulletin says: From a re- 
review of the foreign commerce of 
the United States for the nine 
months during which the McKin- 
ley tariff has been in operation, the 
Bureau of Statistics makes some 
interesting comparisons with the 
corresponding nine months of the 
previous year. The total com- 
merce showed an increase of $82,- 
191,803, although the commerce of 
1890 exceeded that of and previous 
year. Imports of coffee, tin plates, 
hides, fruits, chemicals, drugs, rub- 
ber, sugar, molasses, etc., increased 
iu the order named. There was & 
decrease in importations of wool, 
silk, hemp, jute and the manufac 
tures thereof, breadstuffs and ani- 
mals. The direct effect of the tar- 
iffie shown in these figures in va- 
rious ways. The increase of tin- 
plate imports was, of course, spas- 
modic and due to the desire to get 
in stocks before the rise in the 
duty. Sugar came in more freely 
under reduced duti@. So did 
many chemicals. The decline ib 
certain textiles in connection with 
the revival in many such lines of 
manufacture indicates that we are 
doing more of our own work un- 
der protection. The decline in the 
imports of animals and breadetuffs 
shows that the new tariff has not 
beeh confined in its benefits to our 
manufacturing popuiation, bat 
that the farmers also have gained 
by its operation directly as well as 
indirectly. 

During the term our exports ina- 
creased $39,519,914, of which $2g,- 
941,737 was in domestic merchan- 
dise, Exports of raw cotton, pro- 
visions, refined sugar, cotton 
manufactures, copper, iron and 
steel and the manufactures thereof 
increased in the order given. The 
cotton planters of the South and 
farmers of the North have evi- 
dently sold largely and at fair 
prices to bring about this increage, 
while the larger exports of mann- 
factured goods show the progress 
we are making in getting hold of 
foreign markets. 

Very significant ie the fact that 
during the term the imports of 
merchandise admitted free of duty 
exceeded those of the previous 
term by $86,979,792. while imports 
of dutiable goods decreased to the 
value of $55,543,692. How does 
this tally with the assertion of the 
Democrats and Mugwumps that 
the McKinley bill has “increased 
the burdens of the people ?” 

The movement of specie is less 
in our favor than that of merchan- 
dise. We exported during the last 
fiscal year $88,363,622 in gold tnd’ 
imported $18,246,512. Of course 


this is partly due to the financial |‘ 


crisis in Europe. The fact that we 
have stood the strain with so little 
effect Upon business interests indi- 
cates that we are on pretty solid 
ground. The exports ot silver for 
the year were $20,365,666 against 
imports of $17,965,822. Evidently 
our silver policy has resu:ted in 
using up pretty much all our do- 
mestic product, including what we 
get from Mexico. The silver men 
can hardly complain cf this show- 
ing. 

On the whole, the country may 
congratulate itself on this showing. 
The gold movement isthe only 
bad feature,and that is likely to 
correct itself as the European de- 
mand for gold slackens, our tovur- 
ists begin to come home and our 
produce to go out.
